It the present ‘sort of weatherq
keeps up we are going to be
forced to irrigate our trees and
shrubs again. You must remem-
bel that about once every six
weeks for established .trees and
shrubs is about right in hot
weather, that is If the {rrigating
14 thoroughly done. The water
must penetrate to a depth of
ahout four feet or better to really
bénefit the plants. Throw up a
trench around the shrubs or trees
to be irrigated and fill it with
water. When full, allow the
water to continue to run, slowly,
86 that it will not run over the
edges of your dike. Even though
your trees are approaching the
dormant stage, it Is well to water
them for they can use every bit
of the moisture given. I belleve
that we spoke somewhat at length
about the small amount of good
the gardener 18 doing when he
dashes out In the evening and
points the hose here and there for
a full 15 minutes. Then he colls
the hose and goes In the house
fully satisfied with himself and
his methods of gardening. Well,
he might just as well have stayed
in the house In the first place for
all the aild he gave his plants,
Btill, some people do it and may
be pointed out as' examples.

what doubtfully. They seem more
than ready to prune but I know
I should wait until about January.
In fact, they have even started
some new growth, being followed
to some extent by the neighbors'
figs. ©+ I have to constantly keep
before me the knowledge that ¥
will be pruning out almost all of
that new growth anyway so no
damage Is done by sprouting now.
However, I shall hold over thelr
commerclal fertilizer until some-
time early next spring, otherwise
I might push out new growth too
soon in the gpring and lose part
of my crop.

This {8 a mighty good time to
get out the pruning shears, the
hoe and the spade. Clean them
off, oll all parts that move and
wipe the oll from the tools before
you use them again so it will not
harm the plants it comes into
touch with,

Control For Thrip

Gladiolus ‘may be obtalned at
this time, although I do not advo-
cate planting them until later, or
should I say “earlier” in. the year.
Not before January anyway. You
may have had trouble with your
later blooming gladiolus last year,
and if so, it was probably due to
what is known as gladiolus thrip.
We have thrip on almost all of
our “flowsrs and they may be
found at any thme, but théy are
not the same as this latest pest.
The blooms of the glads that did
got to where they wshowed color

weeing that the worms and birds

weore blotched and sometimes bent
over and part of the flower yellow

brown. The thrip is a very

small ingect that gets down in the
flower wliere no amount of pray-
ing, cursing or contact sprays wih
touch him. If you had them on
your glads last year, it {8 almost
positive that they are still in your
s0il or on the bulb. Clean the
bulbs of all covering while they
are in storige and put napthalene
flakes on them. It will ald In
keeping the pest away. Plant your
bulbs in another spot next year
early and count on using an over-
head spray on them when you
